THE FIRST PHENOMENON is 
magnificently positive, and is 
constituted by the developing progress 
of peace. It is an idea that is gaining 
prestige in the conscience of humanity; 
it advances, and precedes and 
accompanies, the idea of progress, 
which ts the idea of the unity of the 
human race. 


The history of our time—let it be said 
for its glory—is studded with the flowers 
of a splendid documentation in favor of 
peace, one that has been carefully 
thought out, desired, organized, 
celebrated and defended: Helsinki 
teaches this. 


AND THESE hopes are confirmed by 
the next special session of the General 
Assembly of the United Nations 
organization, devoted to the problem of 
disarmament, and also by the numerous 
efforts of both great and humble 
workers for peace. 


No one today dares'to defend as 
principles of well-being and of glory 
deliberate programs of murderous strife 
between men, that is, programs of war. 


Even where the community ex- 
pressions of legitimate national interest, 
supported by motives that seem to 
coincide with the prevailing reasons of 
law, do not succeed in affirming 
themselves through war as a means of 
solution, one still has confidence that 
there can be avoided the desperate 
recourse to the use of arms, which 
today as never before is insanely 
murderous and destructive. 


BUT NOW the conscience of the world 
is horrified by the hypothesis that our 
peace is nothing but a truce, and that 
an uncontrollable conflagration can be 
suddenly unleashed.

threatening and terrible nightmare by 
proclaiming at the top of our voice the 
absurdity of modern war and the-

- founded on the power of arms that 
today are endowed with an infernal 
destructive capacity (let us recall the 
tragedy of Japan), nor founded on the 
structural violence of some political 
regimes, but founded on the patient, 
rational and loyal method of justice and 
freedom, such as the great international 
institutions of today are promoting and 
defending. 


We trust that the magisterial 
teachings of our great predecessors Pius 
XH and John XXIII will continue to 
inspire on this fundamental theme the 
wisdom of modern teachers and 
contemporary politicians. 


Premeditated violence 


BUT NOW WE wish to make reference 
to a second phenomenon, this one 
negative and concomitant with the first: 
this is the phenomenon of passionate or 
premeditated violence. 


This phenomenon is spreading in 
modern civilized life; it takes advantage 
of the ease that the activity of a citizen 
enjoys to lay snares for and to strike, 
usually with calculated surprise, a fellow 
citizen who is a legal obstacle to some 
personal interest. 


This violence, which we can still call 
private, even. if astutely organized in 
clandestine and factious groups, is 
taking on alarming proportions, to the 
extent that it is becoming habitual. 


BY REASON of the antijuridical terms 
in which it is expressed it could be 
called criminal, but the manifestations 
which for some time and:in some 
circumstances it has been employing ;

A reminder has gone to all parishes that 
they should have a “functioning” parish 


council by now. 


In a letter to pastors, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher recalls the Parish Council 
Guidelines issued last April and that 
“every parish in the diocese was obligated 
to have a functioning parish council: by 


Jan. 1, 1978.” 


THE BISHOP calls parish councils “the 
grass roots to the flowing structure of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council.” He states that 
they are “essential to the formation and 
workings of deanery and pastoral 


councils.” 


The Diocesan Pastoral Council was 
convoked in September, 1976, following 
recommendations from the Diocesan 
Synod. Bishop Maher calls the DPC the 


“bishop’s parish council.” 


“The Diocesan Pastoral Council is 16 
months young and viable,” he writes to the 
pastors, and names the Rev. Mr. (Deacon) 
George Castoria as executive secretary 
available throughout the diocese “to assist 
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All parishes should now 
have functioning councils 


and serve” the endeavors of parish and 


deanery councils. 


BISHOP MAHER’S letter says that “as 
priests, sisters and Diocesan Pastoral 
Councils are to the bishop, so the parish 
council is a consultative body to the 


pastor.

Seven churches robbed

As a result of a spate of 
robberies at churches in 
the diocese in recent 
weeks, a warning has gone 
out from the diocesan 
insurance representative to 
take extra precautions. 


Loss by theft from seven 
churches and vandalism 
from another church have 
all occurred since Nov. 28 
with estimated losses total- 
ling more than $10,000. 


FIVE CHURCHES report- 
ed thefts during the week- 
end of Dec. 18, with three of 
the robberies probably 
carried out by professional 
thieves, according to 
Ronald Hinkle, local 


representative for Catholic 
Mutual Relief Society of 
America. 


“Thefts from St. Therese, 
Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart and Blessed Sacra- 


ment all seemed to have 


” occurred in the early hours 
of Dec. 19,” said Hinkle, 
“and could be there is a 
connection between all 
three.” 


The other two churches 
hit during the same week- 
end were Our Lady of Grace 
and St. Agnes. The circum- 
stances do not suggest the 
same method of operation 
as the other three, accord- 
ding to Hinkle.

Church organization leaders give the Carter 
administration reasonably good marks, better in 
foreign affairs than in domestic policy. 


Father J. Bryan Hehir, associate secretary for 
international justice and peace for the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, praised the administration’s policies 
in Africa, the Middle East and Eastern Europe. He 
said he was generally pleased with the direction the 
administration has gone in advocating a human 
rights policy even though that policy's implemen- 
tation is still uncertain. 


On domestic issues, Francis Butler, USCC 
associate secretary for domestic social develop- 
ment, and Msgr. Lawrence Corcoran, executive 
director of the National Conference of Catholic 
Charities, both said the administration’s good 
intentions on domestic issues are limited by 
Carter's commitment to balancing the federal 
budget by 1981. 


On the abortion issue, Msgr. James McHugh, 
director of the bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life 
Activities, said Supreme Court decisions, 
administration and congressional action limiting 
the federal funding of abortion meant that “the 
events of the year at least prevent a further 
expansion of the permissive abortion climate” that 
resulted from the 1973 Supreme Court decisions 
on abortion. 


Other Catholic groups contacted for comment . 


include the National Catholic Rural Life 
Conference, the USCC Department of Education 
and Network, an organization of Religious involved 
in lobbying on social justice issues, 


The following list, although not exhaustive, gives 
a good picture of the kind of political issues that 
church groups were involved in during the past 
year and what happened concerning those issues. 


_ PLUSES: 


—Passage of a new Social Security bill to restore 
stability to the system. 


~ —Passage of food stamp reforms, including 
elimination of the requirement that recipients pay 
cash for some of their stamps. 


—The economic stimulus package, including 
additional $4 billion-for public works, creation of 
750,000 public service jobs and “countercyclical” 
revenue-sharing for areas with high unemploy- 
ment. 


—Passage of a new law raising the federal 
minimum wage. 


—Continued assistance for Vietnamese 
refugees. 


—The administration's commitment to establish 


a domestic grain reserve, a key development in 
efforts to reduce world hunger. 


—The Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare’s regulations enforcing laws barring 
discrimination against the handicapped. 


—Passage of legislation improving the U.S. “Food 
for Peace” program. 


—Passage of a significant bill regulating the 
strip-mining of coal. 


GOOD BEGINNINGS, MIXED REVIEWS: 


—The administration’s energy bill; church 
groups criticize the Senate vote to deregulate the 
price of natural gas and say there is not enough 
emphasis on energy conservation. 


_—Incomplete action on H.R. 7200, a bill dealing 
with social service programs and subsidies for 
adoptions. 


—The House has just begun considering welfare 
reform and the administration still seems months 
away from any national health insurance 
proposals. 

—The administration has made efforts to stop 
the spread of nuclear reactors. 


—Carter decided to stop development of the B-1 
Bomber, but Congress still wants to build more. 


—A bill to reform the nation’s labor law passed 
the House and is expected to pass the Senate. 


—The House passed a bill to create a consumer 
co-op bank by one vote; the Senate has not yet 
voted. 


—Carter has endorsed the Humphrey-Hawkins 
full employment bill endorsed by church agencies. 
Congress has not yet acted on the bill. ; 


—Panama Canal treaty backers, including 
many church agencies, believe initial opposition 
has died down and the treaties will be ratified. 


—U.S.-Soviet Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
have begun but no agreement yet. 


—Congress delayed consideration of legislation 
to regulate experimentation with DNA 
(deoxyribonucleic acid), sometimes known as 
“gene-splitting.” : 


—Congress held hearings on extension of and 


changes in the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act which aids students in both public 
and private schools and will act next year. 


—Tuition tax credits became an issue last year 
and will be a subject of debate early next year. 


MINUSES: 


—Delays in beginning preparation for the 1979 
White House Conference on Families. 


—Extension of emergency unemployment 
benefits by 13 weeks instead. of 26. 


—Congress’ vote to continue military aid to 
Nicaragua despite human rights violations there. 


—A “standstill” on criminal justice reform.

We were talking...about hopes and 
plans, about what has been and what 
might have been, what is and what 
might be, and wondering what will be.

“Who would have thought...?”

Each year there have been changes, 
new developments, new interests, 
new growth. Some were planned, 
some the result of plans gone awry, 
some utterly surprising, leaving us, 
perhaps pleased, always nonplussed. 


AND ALWAYS THERE is the admix- 
ture of the good and the painful, 
success and failure, grief and joy, 


a 


encouragement and discouragement, 
increased and diminished self- 
esteem. Sometimes one aspect is 
predominant enough for us to say, 
“That was a happy year; this a sad 
one.” But, in balance, all the years, 
one way or another, have been good. 


Not that they have been pleasant or 
prosperous or particularly productive, 
but always they have brought the 
potential for greater self-knowledge, 
greater challenge and personal 
growth. 


However “bad” the year—and some 
have been devastating—it is never so 


_ bad that it can be utterly bereft of good 


and it is the goodness that counts. 
Even the most humdrum, un- 
demanding time is not without its 
elements of change or potential for 
change. We never reach the end of a 
year the same as we were at the 
beginning. 

NO MATTER HOW circumspect and 
well-ordered the lives we plan, we are 
constantly surprised by eventualities 
beyond our control which divert us in 
the ordered course and defy predic- 
tion.

present. All that we can be sure of is 
our past, and even that as through a 
glass, darkly.

What slice of pie do 
we save for charity?

The other day I came across one of those 
formidable circles that economists and 
business managers find so handy when 
they’re showing us where the money goes. 
The big pie I saw in a magazine was sliced up 
by a federal agency to let readers know at a 
glance how a typical family parcels out its 
paycheck. 


There were slices for housing, groceries, 
the family car, entertainment and a slice for 
taxes. But there was no slice for charity. 


YOU’VE PROBABLY read some of the 
same interviews I have. The writer sits down 
with an American family to talk about its 
budget. The family tells all—how much comes 
in from paychecks and dividends, how much 
goes out to the supermarket, theater, garage 
and mortgage holder. 


Have you noticed how often these families, 
in telling all, tell us that they give little or 


nothing to help others? There’s often nothing 
in the budget for medical research groups, for 
the church, for the community fund of for 
anything else that does not meet personal 
desires. There may be two cars in the garage 
and two:boats in the lagoon, but the family 
sense of sharing may not go further than 
passing out drinks at a cocktail party. 

They probably don’t know what they’re 
missing. It is possible for any of us, or any 
family, to become wrapped up in.ourselves. 
There’s not much warmth in those 
wrappings. 


JESUS SET the tone for responsible 
stewardship. You’can read about it in Luke’s 
Gospel. But Jesus set the tone for any 
number of Christian practices that make 
some of us uneasy, and we ignore them. 

You can’t serve two masters, Jesus said. 
You can’t serve God and money. But self- 
mastery has always been hard.

The divine milieu — 


A tragic

’ Desiderius Erasmus was an erratic and 
errant scholar, a restless and undisciplined 
genius. A Eurailpass would come in handy in 
following his career. He has been hailed as 
the greatest of the 16th-century humanists, 
the outstanding scholar of his age. And within 
a certain frame of reference this assessment 
can be accepted. But he was a strange, 
complex person. 


He was, born in Rotterdam on Oct. 17, 
1466, the second (illegitimate) son of a 
physician’s daughter and a priest named 
Roger Gerald—a sign of the times. Neither he 
nor his brother Peter seem to have been the 
object of much parental care, for they were 
both shipped off to school at an early age and 
kept under the constant tutelage of 
guardians. 


FROM 1475 to 1483 he was at the school 
of St. Lebwin’s in Denventer, and he lived in 
an atmosphere dominated by the Brethren of 
the Common Life. This was an influential 
group of men—sincere and pious, zealous in 
the production and spread of spiritual 
literature. 


However, their spirituality was of a peculiar 
type, tending to the emotional and pietistic. 
They were avowedly anti-intellectual, 
professing a disdain for philosophy and 
theology, both of which had fallen upon hard 
times, and insisting that neither was 
necessary for an authentic Spirituality. 


This left their system rather unhinged, 
without solid foundation in doctrine and 
hence open to a dangerous subjectivism. 
Erasmus’ future life showed how much he had: 
absorbed this attitude. 


HE HAD NO vocation, but his guardians 
pressured both him and Peter into the 
religious life. He became an Augustinian 
canon at Steyn and was ordained on April 25, 
1492. This gave him an opportunity to study 


them are an obligation, not a choice.

HOW ABOUT running though a 
stewardship checklist?

1.—Stewardship in the home and family. 
Do I share cheerfully, do I accept some 
responsibility for brothers, sisters, parents, 
spouse? Does my way of doing things offer an 
example of sharing to those who look to me 
for signals? 


2.—Stewardship in the church. Do I try to 
see how much I can give, or how little? Do I 
feel responsibility for taking part in what’s 
happening in my parish? Am I loving toward 
those who join me at the communion meal— 
the priests, lectors, cantors, organists, 
guitarists, ushers? Do | act like amember ora 
community, or‘do | hustle in and out so I can 
get on to things I find more important? 


3.—Stewardship in the world. Everything 
that.may be said about being a good neighbor 
at home may be said about my worldwide 
community. And everything that may be said 
about stewardship relates to my thoughtful- 
ness about sharing a clean stmosphere, 
healthful food and the resources of nature 
with the whole community. Do I rule out 
frivolous use of motor vehicles, conscious of 
‘the limited availability of petroleum and the 
effect of exhaust fumes? Do I exercise 
stewardship in my use of electricity, a vast 
consumer of diminishing natural resources? 


and ambiguous genius 


the literature of classical antiquity, to which 
he was strongly attracted, but the 
confinement and restrictions of monastic life 
grew unbearable. 


He yearned for freedom and mobility and 
when, about two years later, he had an offer 
to become secretary to the Bishop of 
Cambrai, he seized it eagerly. This was just a 
way out, and he soon wrangled an 
appointment to study theology at the 
University of Paris. 


Again the austere piety of the college was 
more then he could stand, and his health 
broke. But even less could he stand 


systematic theology; with his fellow ° 


humanists he shared an intense dislike for 
scholastic theologians, especially as 
represented by the narrowly partisan 
scholars of the religious orders. His resultant 
lack of theological training was to prove a 
serious drawback as time went on and the 
Reformation dawned. iz 


AFTER RECUPERATING in Holland he 
came back to Paris and did private tutoring, 
writing his own textbooks to teach Latin and 
composition and producing one of his most 
popular works, Familiar Colloquies. 


However, he was living from hand to mouth 
and set out by means of flattery and cajolery 
to win wealthy patrons. He found one in 
William Blount, Lord Mountjoy, who invited 
him to England. , 


In spite of his many nasty remarks about 
the country, the people, the weather, and the 
beer, he kept returning, drawn back by strong 
ties of friendship with like-minded scholars. 
Chief among these was the saintly Thomas 
More, himself a humanist of the first order. 
Their friendship grew stronger with the 
Passing years. 


HIS FIRST interest was in the Greek and 
Latin classics, and in the course of his life he 
produced editions and some translations of 
several of them. But gradually his interest

turned to the Christian classics, the writings 
of the Fathers and the New Testament. 


Unable to stay in any one place long, he 
commuted between France and Holland in 
1500, and during these months began a 
serious study of Greek. In 1501 he wrote a 
little Handbook for the Christian Soldier 
and other devotional works. Back in England 
(1515-1516) he made his own copy of the 
Greek New Testament, the forerunner of his 
later critical edition. ~ 


Then he was off to Italy, tutoring the sons of 
Henry VII’s personal physician. A firsthand 
look at the degeneracy of the church in Italy 
furnished material for bitterly satirical attacks 
on ecclesiastical abuses. 


IN VENICE he published an expanded 
edition of his Adages, more than 3,000 
epigrams culled from the ancient classics. 
Now, as tutor to a young archbishop, 
Alexander Stewart, he went to Padua, Siena, 
and Rome, but England beckoned once more. 


He stayed with Thomas More and wrote 
perhaps his most famous, and most satirical, 
work, the Praise of Folly, which he 
dedicated to More. In fact, satire was his 
strong suit, and his biting comments were to 
get him into considerable trouble. 


Called back to his community, he applied 
for and received two dispensations from Pope 
Leo X, one permitting him to maintain his 
present lifestyle and the other to put aside his 
habit. 

IN 1517 he published his critical edition of 
the Greek New Festament, which he 
dedicated to Leo X. As a scientific critical 
work it leaves much to be desired, but it was a 
landmark and exerted a tremendous 
immediate influence. 


Further travels took him to Louvain and 
then to Basel, where he stayed quite a while 
and published prolifically. It was here, too, 
that this tragic, ambiguous genius died on

my disposal of waste and litter, and do I try to 
influence others to conserve the irre- 
placeable? Do I care about the hungry, 
jobless, sick and uneducated, wherever they 
are? Am I willing to have less so that others 
may have enough? 


4.—Stewardship of the purse. Am I 
generous with everything except my own 
money? Do I favor all kinds of help for the 
needy as long as the church, the government 
or a foundation pays for it? : 


5.—Stewardship of reciprocity. That’s an 
awkward way to put it, but the question is 
whether I put a limit on my sharing. Is it one 
way? Am I happy to give, but reluctant to 
accept love and favors and help? Or am I a 
cheerful receiver but a tightwad with my own 
affection, money and energy? 


STEWARDSHIP 'S not just a question of 
checkbooks, but a question of how a person 
lives day by day. We’re all stewards of God’s 
bounty, including love and consideration, 
helpfulness and even courtesy. Stewardship 
embraces a sort of volunteer attitude. 


Stewardship is a natural characteristic of 
Christians, but it takes practice and 
awareness. It is liberating, the precise 
opposite of personal constriction. 


It is an opening of the grasping fist, a healing 
of what might be called a paralysis of the 
conscience. It is required of a Christian, but it 
feels good, too.

A man of vision and 
obedience to the church 


By Father Christopher F. Mooney, SJ 


Pierre Teilhard de Chardin was a Catholic 
priest, Jesuit, and a geologist of renown. Born 
in France in 1881, he early dedicated himself 
to scientific research as well as to a study of 
the human person in relation to the material 
world. 


This led him to rethink within his own 
evolutionary system the data of Christian 
revelation concerning the person of Jesus. 
For he was convinced that Jesus revealed in 
himself not only the mystery of God but also 


the meaning of the human species, and. 


therefore the ultimate meaning of that 


evolutionary process of which God is the 
cause and humanity the culmination. 


LONG BEFORE the Second Vatican 
Council, Teilhard was concerned that the 
Christian message of salvation speak to that 
chief concern of contemporary life, the 
future. In the context of modern hope and 
anxiety for the future, he asked: How should 


Christians speak to men and women about 
God? 


First of all, said Teilhard, Christians 
themselves must realize that their religion 
provides .every human aspiration with a 
concrete, historical fulfillment at the end of 
time, namely the parousia of Christ, his 
second coming. : 


Just as his first coming in Palestine 
demanded that humanity reach a certain 
anatomical and social development, his 
second coming would seem to demand that 
the human species reach its full natural 
development in order to receive supernatural 
consummation from Christ. - 


IN THE PERSON of Jesus, Christianity 
presents to humankind the promise of 
transformation for the earth and for all human 
achievements in the course of time. 
“Expectation—anxious, collective and 
operative expectation of an end of the world, 
that is perhaps the supreme Christian 
function and the most distinctive character- 
istic of our religion” 

Christianity’s second contribution to 
human hope for the future is to underline the 
phenomenon of death. For what is the use of 
finding some goal for human progress and 
evolution if all must die? The Christian’s 
answer is to proclaim faith in the great victory 
of the Resurrection, by which the power of 
death is transformed into a power of life. 

Death must be seen as a metamorphosis 
between two different stages of personality, a 
growing spirit from a deficiency in matter, just 
as for Christ suffering and death were a 
prelude to a new experience of life. “Jesus on 
the cross is both symbol and reality of the 
immense labor of the centuries which little by 
little raises up created spirit to restore it to the 
depths of the divine milieu.” 


FINALLY, CHRISTIANITY enriches 
the modern orientation toward the future by 
its doctrine of love. For the risk of any great 
expectancy is that nothing is looked for in the 
present: dissatisfaction, restlessness and 
tension become the psychological by- 
products of the evolutionary atmosphere in 
which we live. ; 

Christian charity, however, enables us to 
unite ourselves with the terminus of all human 
progress and to balance expectation and 
hope with possession. To the extent that 
one’s dedication to human endeavor is

impregnated with charity, it becomes and 
element in one’s union with God, promoting 
that peace which so many have lost in the 
turmoil of our technological age. 


Hence the future of evolution depend for 
Teilhard on the growth of love energy: “There 
is growth in spirit from matter in the exact 
measure that love begins to spread itself out 
everywhere.” 


IN EVERY AGE there are artists, 
philosophers and men of vision who are the 
seers, the prophets, the advanced guard of 
the future. They are often out of joint with 
their own time. 


Up to his death in 1955, Teilhard was under 
obedience not to publish any of his writings on 
evolution or on its Christological significance. 
He was faithful to this prohibition, confident

This violence derives from a decay of 
the moral conscience whichis not 
trained and not helped, and which is 
usually permeated with a social 
pessimism that has extinguished in the 
spirit the taste for and the commitment 
to honesty professed for its own sake, as 
well as what is most beautiful and most 
happy in the human heart: love—true, 
noble and faithful love. ~ 


Often the psychology of violence takes 
its origin from the depraved root of 
deliberate revenge, and hence of an 
unsatisfied justice steeped in bitter and 
selfish thoughts, potentially undirected 


very methods that allow it to be 
organized into group complicity, in 
which a conspiracy of silence forms the 
binding cement and the protective 
shield. 


A dishonoring sense of honor gives it

VIOLENCE DISTRUSTS normal legal

Violence leads to revolution, and 
revolution to the loss of freedom.

cycle against itself and against the 
motives that provoked its intervention. 


Perhaps it is appropriate to recall 
Christ's lapidary phrase: “...for all who 
take the sword will perish by the sword” 
(Mt. 26:52). Let us remember therefore: 
‘violence is not courage. Violence does 
not ennoble the man who has recourse 
to it.

Word to doctors 


WE COULD TALK for a long time on 
the subject, but at the present moment 
our points of reference are few and well 
determined. In the fabric of our 
civilization there exists a class of 
learned, valiant and good-hearted 
persons who have made the science 
and art of medicine their vocation and 
profession. 


They are the doctors, and those who 
study and work with them and under 
their direction for the sake of the 
existence and welfare of humanity.

As ministers of religion, we look on this 
very elect category of persons, devoted 
to the physical and mental health of 
mankind, with great admiration, with 
great gratitude and with great trust. In 
many ways physical health, the healing 
of sicknesses, the easing of pain, the 
energy of development and work, the 
duration of temporal existence, and 
even a great part of moral life depend 
on the wisdom and care of these 
protectors, defenders and friends of 
humanity.

THE MOTHER'S WOMB and the child’s 
cradle are the first barriers that not only 
protect peace as well as life but also 
build peace (cf. Ps.

The one 
who chooses peace in opposition to war 
and to violence automatically chooses 
life and chooses humanity in its 
profound essential demands; and this is 
the meaning of this message that we are 
again sending with humble yet ardent 
conviction to those accountable for peace 
on earth, and to all our brethren in the 
world. 


But we must add a word for all the 
children. With regard to violence they 
are the most vulnerable sector of’ 
society, but they are likewise the hope 
of a better tomorrow. Through some 
kind and thoughtful intermediary may 
our message reach them too. 


LET US EXPLAIN WHY. First, because 
in the message of peace of previous 
years we have pointed out that we do 
not speak in our own name only but in 
the name of Christ, who is the “Prince of 
Peace” in the world (Isaiah 9:6) and who 
said “Blessed are the peacemakers, for 
they shall be called children of God” 
(Matthew 5:9). We believe that, without 
the direction and assistance of Christ, 


~the way today’s world thinks and acts, a 


world in which everybody is always 
ready to be different, to separate 
himself or herself from others and to 
fight them. Are we not all brothers and 
sisters? Are we not all members of the 
same human family? And are not all the 
nations obliged to get on well together 
and to create peace? 


You children of the new age must get 
used to loving everybody, to giving to 
our society the appearance.of a 
community which is more noble, more 
honest, more unified. 


DO YOU REALLY want to be human 
beings and not wolves? Do you really 
want to have the merit and the joy of 
doing what is right, of helping those in 
need, and of being able to do good 
words with the sole reward of a good 
conscience? 


Well then, remember the words which 
Jesus spoke at the Last Supper, the 
night before his Passion.

No more prisons 
says nuns’ group 
CHIGAGO (NC)—The 


National Coalition of 
American Nuns has called 
for a moratorium on prison 
construction, shorter sen- 
tences and the decriminal- 
ization of ‘‘victimless 
crimes”. 


The coalition said in a 
statement that “prisons 
had not had a significant 
effect on the reduction of 
crime’’.and that initial 
construction costs for a 
new prison are more than 
$25 million. 


“IT HAS BEEN estimated 
that at least 75 percent of 
the persons confined to 
prison do not constitute a 
threat to society,” the group 
said. 


“Further, it has been 
documented that the rate of 
recidivism increases in 
direct proportion to the 
length of incarceration.” 

They said that the so- 
called victimless crimes, 
“such as private acts 
between consenting adults 
(homosexuality and_ prosti- 
tution), drunkenness, drug 
use, gambling, etc., stem 
from personal choice; these 
should not be legislated to 
criminal prosecution.” 

IN ADDITION, the nation- 
al moratorium on prison 
construction says that the 
United States ‘‘has the 
highest per capita deten- 
tion rate of the world’s 
industrialized nations and 
has the longest amount 
of time served per person,” 
the coalition said. .

The Goodbye Girl—aspiring actor from 
Chicago sublets a New York apartment 
and finds it already furnished with a 33- 
year-old divorcee and-her 10-year-old 
daughter.
